2. ON MAY 9, DCM DELIVERED A COPY OF PRESIDENT 
CLINTON’S RADIO MESSAGE ON RWANDA TO MFA SENIOR 
DEPUTY PERMANENT SECRETARY AMBASSADOR NICHOLAS 
GOCHE. GOCHE SAID THE GOZ AGREED WITH THE 
STATEMENT AND HAD PUBLICLY DECRIED THE VIOLENCE 
ON SEVERAL RECENT OCCASIONS. THE MAY 10 
OFFICIAL "HERALD" REPORTED THAT IN MEETINGS OF 
THE "EXPANDED SADC" AT THE SOUTH AFRICAN 
INAUGURATION, PRESIDENT MUGABE INSISTED THAT THE 
UN AND OAU DO SOMETHING (UNSPECIFIED) URGENTLY 
TO STOP THE CARNAGE. 

3. GOCHE SAID THE GOZ WAS REVIEWING ITS 
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INVOLVEMENT IN RWANDA. "THERE IS NO PEACE TO 
KEEP," HE SAID; ZIMBABWE IS CONSIDERING WHETHER 
ITS 19 MILITARY PEACEKEEPERS EARLIER EVACUATED 
TO NAIROBI SHOULD RETURN TO ZIMBABWE. GOCHE 
STRESSED THAT ZIMBABWE WOULD BE WILLING TO 
PARTICIPATE IN FUTURE UN PEACEKEEPING FORCES IN 
RWANDA, BUT NOT IN PEACEMAKING OPERATIONS OR 
OPERATIONS THAT DID NOT HAVE A UN UMBRELLA.
